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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 13, 12, and 21 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
these are multiple dependent claims which depend from some canceled claims such as 
2-3. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

a. Claims 8 recites "it" and the limitation must be positively recited because it 

is not clear what is being referred too. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 4, 12-13, 21 , 23, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Lang (2004/0256780), 
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Lang discloses the invention as recited in claims 4, 12-13, 21, 23, and 17. 
Lang discloses a rapid action coupling cylinder device having a pull in nipple (29), 
concial beveled receptacle (fig . 1 the inside of element 36), a lower spring (67), and a 
housing (5) which is cylindrical with a beveled conical tip (71). 

3. Claims 14-15, 19-20 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Stark (5918870). 

Stark discloses the invention as recited in claims 14-15, 19-20 and 22. 
Stark discloses a rapid action coupling cylinder device having a pull in nipple (3), a 
lifting piston (9) with a coupling device (39&43), biasing balls (17), and a housing (7 
and fig. 1-3). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 and 5 are allowed. 

2. Claims 6-1 1,16, and 18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims previously was considered 
for allowance. 

a. Upon further review by external third party sources and the SPE. This 
application was pulled from allowance. The new rejection has been applied. 
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5. Applicant state that the rejection is invalid.

Therefore 
the rejection stand.
